Pilot Uninjured 


As Plane Crashes 


Near Airport 


Pilot D alias G. Eaton m iracu­ 
lously escaped injury when his 
rented piano crashed just north 
of the Palm Springs M unicipal 
Airport about 9:30 p.m., Monday. 
Eaton, Great Falls, Mont., who 
is serving w ith the Army Air 
Force 146 M aintenance S quad­ 
ron at George Air Force Base 
at Victorville, rented the plane 
from 
Inland 
Air Service 
and 
took off from San Bernardino 
Airport about 6:50 p.m. 
About 9:30 p.m.. Frank Prince 
of 749 Sunrise w ay, noticed a 
plane flying low over the des­ 
ert. He estim ated the plane to 
be about 30 feet off the ground, 
w hen it suddenly crashed to the 
ground and nosed over. 
Prince 
notified 
police, 
who 
upon arrival at th e scene, found 
th at Eaton had extricated him ­ 
self from the w reckage and w as 
starting into town to report the 
accident himself.

UNCLE FACES CHARGES 
OF MURDER, KIDNAPPING 


Formal charges of m urder and 
kidnaping were filed late W ed­ 
nesday afternoon or this m orning 
against 
John Chauncey 
Law- 
raneo, 37, before Judge Francis 
N. Estudillo in Riverside M uni­ 
cipal Court. 
Law rence is accused 
of the 
kidnaping and subsequent sex 
m urder of his 16-year-old nieee, 
K athryn 
Knodel 
of 
Redlands, 
w hose body w as found last W ed­ 
nesday m orning on Ramon road, 
about 
four 
m iles from 
Palm 
Springs, 
A prelim inary hearing is e x ­ 
pected 
to 
be 
held 
som etim e 
w ithin the next two weeks. The 
case will not be presented be­ 
fore the County G rand Jury, it 
w as stated W ednesday. 
It had 
been proposed th at th is he done 
to speed up proceedings. 


LAWRANCE surrendered to po­ 
lice in San Francisco last F ri­ 
day, after ho had learned th at 
he w as th e object of a n atio n ­ 
wide search. 
He w as returned 
to Redlands Sunday, and then 
led Riverside and San Bernardino 
county authorities to the scene 
in Cherry Valley w here K athryn 
died. 
He insisted, though, th at he 
did not kill her, hut that she 
w as fatally injured when a jack 
slipped from beneath 
the 
car 


w h ile he w as changing a ’ fiat 
tire. He said th at she w as struck 
by a spinning jack handle or 
the falling vehicle. 
W hen he w as unable to stop 
the 
flow of 
blood, 
Law rance 
m aintained, he struck her w ith 
a 
rock 
repeatedly 
hoping to 
m ake her death ap p ear as a 
h it-ru n victim. 


FUNERAL SERVICES for K ath­ 
ryn Knodel 
were 
conducted 
T u esday in Redlands, but in ter­ 
m ent w as delayed to perm it a 
second autopsy to be perform ed. 
D eputy District A ttornev Elwood 
Rich of Riverside said in v estig at­ 
ors w ere not seeking a n y new 
pathological evidence, b ut w an t­ 
ed to be sure all evidence w as 
at h an d before the burial, to 
prevent an exhum ation. 
An investigation w as started 
T uesday to determ ine w hether 
Law rance had 
any connection 
w ith th e fam ed, unsolved "black 
d a h lia ” case in Los Angeles.

Fred H athaw ay, 
1424 Via Salada. 
A great deal of w ater, most 
of w hich w as sw allow ed by the 
child, 
flooded 
into th e 
lungs, 
w hen Jim m y tried to give his 
brother a drink w hile the two 
boys w ere playing at th eir home. 
Dr. W illiam Aikin w as su m ­ 
m oned 
im m ediately, 
and 
he 
found the child recovering from 
the n e ar drow ning. He later a n ­ 
nounced that th e child is in good 
condition. 
The father is ow ner of the 
Fred H athaw ay Metal Com pany.

Traffic Light 


Installed By 


Fire Station 


City electricians and engineers 
have com pleted the installation 
of a traffic light at th e in ter­ 
section of Ram on and Sunrise. 
The single light, w hich will 
hang over the center of the in ­ 
tersection. is controlled by the 
siren at the fire station. It w ill 
stop traffic in all four directions 
sim ultaneously, 
allow ing 
a 
right-of-w ay for the fire trucks. 
A single light w as also in ­ 
stalled about fifty feet east on 
Ram on, to 
stop 
traffic going 
west. This w ill prevent a traffic 
tie-up at the station drivew ay. 
The lig h t w ill ru n from one to 
two m inutes. 
The installation w as necessary 
to com ply w ith requirem ents of 
the fire underw riters, an d w as 
brought to the attention of city 
engineers about a year ago.

Total $3,345,803 


Total taxable sales from re ­ 
tail outlets in Palm Springs d u r­ 
ing the second quarter of 1952, 
April through June, w ere $3,345,­ 
803. according to City Treasurer 
R. W. Peterson. 
Eating and drinking e stab lish ­ 
m ents led all other retail o u t­ 
lets in taxable sales, w ith the 
70 outlets totaling $729,439 in 
sa les. 
This does not include sale of 
alcoholic beverages in any form, 
which am ount is estim ated at 
about $500,000 for 
the 
three- 
m onth period. A "use tax ” w hich 
would bring alcoholic beverages 
under tax atio n , is now 
under 
consideration by Council. 


RANKING SECOND in taxable 
sales w ere departm ent and dry 
goods stores, four outlets, w ith 
$308,476. O thers in the top five 
were:

Fatherless 
By Tragedy 


Murderer, Victim 
Were Co-workers 
in Cathedral City 


“Roy Brown suddenly decided 
i to kill som ebody Saturday a fte r­ 
noon and he did. Nobody know s 
why.” 
Bill 
Allred and Jack Hicks, 
owners of th e contracting firm 
of Hicks and Allred, C athedral 
City, m ade th a t statem ent fol­ 
lowing the m urder-suicide tra g e ­ 
dy th a t snuffed out the lives of 
two of the firm 's employes, S at­ 
urday afternoon at approxim ate­ 
ly 5 p.m. 
Roy Brown. 19, C athedral City, 
father of two infant daughters, 
one two m onths old and the o th ­ 
er 19 m onths, w as talking in a 
norm al tone of voice w ith his 
victim Harold Ledford. 25. Eagle 
Canyon T railer Village. H ighway 
111, in a cafe in Cathedral City. 


SUDDENLY 
BROWN 
stepped 
back, yanked a .38 calibre pistol 
out from under his shirt and a t 
a distance of less th an five feet, 
pointed the 
leth al w eapon a t 
Ledford and fired five tim es, a c ­ 
cording to w itnesses. 
Ledford slum ped to the floor. 
Then calm ly reloading the gun 
w ith 
additional 
am m unition. 
Brown put th e muzzle of the 
sam e w eapon in his m outh and 
pulled the trigger, according to 
eye-w itnesses. 
He died instan tly . 


LEDFORD WAS rushed to the 
Desert 
H ospital w here it w as 
discovered th a t two slugs had 
entered his chest and one had 
shattered his jaw . He lingered, 
unconscious 
throughout 
the 
night to die a t 6 a.m. Sunday. 
The m urder victim is survived 
by his widow Susan and three 
children ran g in g in age from 
five w eeks to three years. 
L aughter-studded conversation 
betw een more th a n a dozen p a t­ 
rons of the tin y cafe and three 
other em ployes of the Hicks and 
Allred concern cam e to a sudden 
and abrupt h alt, and all but one 
or tw o rushed hurriedly for an 
exit w hen th e shooting started, 
it w as reported. 
Three of th e patrons present 
cannot 
rem em ber how 
all 
of 
them squeezed through the sam e 
door opening at the sam e tim e 
See MURDER.

Í tatives of the press and radio. These m eetings would stil! 
i be closed to the public so th a t a m axim um could be ac­ 
! complished with a m inim um of interruptions. 
However, 
the presence of the press and radio and their subsequent 
publishing of business discussed would do aw ay with the 
belief th a t most council business is done under cover and 
w ithout the general know ledge of th e people at large. 


BEFORE MY ELECTION I believed — an d still be- 
1 lieve — in a m ore rep resen tativ e w ay of electing our 
council m embers. The proposed redistricting would a c­ 
complish this. Failing this, there is an o th er change th at 
could m ake the elections m ore representative. T h a t is by 
having the couneilm en elected at large from a panel of 
candidates nom inated tw o from each district. T h is m eth­ 
od would lead to a m ore w idespread interest in each civic 
election and it. would prevent a person being put into of­ 
fice by a small m inority of th e voters.

In conclusion I wish to invite suggestions an d com­ 
m ents on any phase of councilm anic work. In attaining 
any city im provem ent or developm ent there m ust be 
much discussion leading to modification and compromise. 
In order to successfully ca rry out m y job as councilm an 
I must know how you feel and the best way to find that 
out is for you to tell me.

In asm u ch as election 
is dep en d en t to a great degree 
on being “ liked by everybody.” 
the problem a lw a y s exists th at 
certain persons m ay not be a r ­ 
rested for violating the law. 
E specially w h en those certain 
persons are 
influential poli­ 
tically a n d financially. 
T he s a m e 
fallibilities th a t 
ap p ly to th e election of a s h e r ­ 
iff ap p ly also to constables, 
coroners an d assessor.1; Each of 
these 
requires 
a 
technical 
k now ledg e th a t c a n ’t be m e a s ­ 
ured by th e ballot box. 
And 
yet in Riverside co u n ty an d 
m a n y oth er cou nties the a t ­ 
tem p t is m ade. 


THE 
ARGUMENT m ay 
be 
posed th a t th e ap p o in tm en t of 
techn ician s by an elective le g ­ 
islative 
board, 
such 
as 
the 
board of supervisors, is not a 
tru e expression of th e d e m o ­ 
cratic process. The Jackso n ian 
theory of dem ocracy held that. 
“Any m a n is good en ough to 
hold a n y office." 
In keeping w ith this belief 
in th e early days of our co u n ­ 
try nearly every office in city 
an d co un ty gov ern m ent w a s 
filled by election every y ear 
or two. 
An inexperienced but 
sincere official w ho began to 
learn his d u ties w a s soon r e ­ 
placed 
by 
a n o th er 
in ex peri­ 
enced pprson. The expense of 
th is w ell-intentioned but u n ­ 
realistic theory e n tu a lly cut i n ­ 
to th e ta x p a y e r's pocketbook so 
deeply th a t the d e m a n d w a s 
m arie for changes. 
Like 
so 
m a n y efforts after th e worst 
p ain w as relieved, m o m en tu m 
w a s lost a n d w e find ourselves 
today stoically suffering with 
an archaic 
form 
of gov ern­ 
m ent. 
If en o u g h 
people com plain 
the law can be chang ed . D em ­ 
ocracy is responsive to th e will 
of th e people, but if th e people 
lose their will they m a y som e 
day lose th eir dem ocracy.
